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Mew Member for GHI Board Vacancy 
To Be Elected at Jan. 22 Meeting

The vacancy on the Greenbelt Homes, Inc., board of directors 
created by Jim Smith’s resignation will be filled at the next meet¬ 
ing of the board on Thursday, January 22. At last Thursday’s 
meeting, four names were placed in nomination: William La thorn, 
18-X Ridge; Norman Weyel, 2-F Plateau; J. Walsh Barcus, 2-T 
Gardenway; and Josephine Seay, 6-5 Plateau. Mrs. Seay and 
Weyel were candidates at the last May election and received the 
highest votes among the unsuccessful candidates. Nominations 
will remain open until the board ballots. 


The board will select the direc¬ 
tor by a majority vote — five — 
in a secret ballot The person se¬ 
lected will serve until the May 
election, at which time the mem¬ 
bership, in addition to electing four 
board members for two-year terms, 
will elect a fifth member to fill out 
the one-year left of Smith’s term. 
According to the GHI by-laws, a 
consolidated list of candidates will 
be presented the membership in 
May and those four candidates re¬ 
ceiving the highest votes will be 
elected to the two-year term; the 
next highest candidate will serve 
out the one-year term. 

Lutheran Church Site 
The board endorsed the city’s 
acquisition of the Lutheran Church 
site but suggested that the price 
of the property be determined only 
after an independent appraisal had 
been made. The latter suggestion 
followed a discussion in which Di¬ 
rector John O’Reilly registered the 
opinion that the $80,000 the city was 
offering for the site was too high 
a figure — perhaps by as much as 
$20,000. He based this statement 
on the opinion that the building 
was being overvalued since few 
potential purchasers of the site 
would have any use for the build¬ 
ing. A realistic appraisal, he said, 
would be based mainly on the value 
of the land, not the building. 

Other members of the board, 
however noted that the building 
would be of value to the city since 
it would be used for recreational 
and community purposes. There¬ 
fore they argued it is irrelevant 
that other potential buyers might 
not have use for the building. 

The board nevertheless felt that, 
as taxpayers, it had an interest in 
seeing that the city did not over¬ 
pay; they approved the motion 
unanimously, except for Douglas 
Hawes, who preferred that GHI 
acquire the property. 

Perimeter Road 

The board tentatively scheduled 
a meeting for January 15 with the 
Committee on the Perimeter Road, 
chaired by Bill Hoff, to see how 
best to draw State legislative at¬ 
tention to the need for early con¬ 
struction of the perimeter road. 
Construction of a senior high school 
is scheduled within the next two 
years on the land adjacent to the 
38, 42, 44, 46, and 48 Ridge courts 
and all school traffic will be re¬ 
quired to traverse the GHI resi¬ 
dential roads of Ridge, Northway, 
and Eastway until the perimeter 
road or part of it is completed. 

Purchasing Agreement 

The board approved a motion 
permitting management to act as 
intermediary for the purchase by 
members of washers, dryers, dish¬ 
washers and rugs. The details of 
the program will be announced 
later, but the purpose is to provide 
discounts to members who pur¬ 
chase these items through GHI. 
The board specified that the pro¬ 
gram must be on a self-sustaining 
basis, meaning that any costs to 
management will be charged the 
purchasers. 

A proposal to also offer financing 
was sent to the finance committee 
for further consideration. William 
Johnston, who chaired the commit¬ 
tee working up the program, has 
already lined up several stores who 
have agreed to cooperate. 


Lending Program 
The board voted to make its 
lending funds available for mort¬ 
gage money to Twin Pines, which 
temporarily has more home bor¬ 
rowers seeking loans than it has 
funds to lend. The yield will ac¬ 
cumulate to GHI at Twin Pines 
rates. The GHI lending fund con¬ 
sists of $233,000, of which approxi¬ 
mately $65,000-$75,000 is not out on 
loan at the moment. 

Other Matters 

There are still two new town- 
houses available for purchase by 
members. The first purchaser 
moved in on January 1 and others 
are moving in at the rate of two or 
three a week. 

Director Dave Lange reported 
that the city solicitor advised coun¬ 
cil that the city does not have the 
power to regulate parking on pri¬ 
vate property. GHI had asked the 
city to make it a misdemeanor to 
park illegally on private property. 
The solicitor suggested that GHI 
do what other private apartment 
projects are doing when tenants 
disobey parking regulations — 
namely, impound the cars 

The board approved bids of Em¬ 
ployees Assurance of Waussau for 
workmen’s compensation and DDD; 
Erie Exchange for automobile in¬ 
surance 

City Notes 

With the eight-man trash collec¬ 
tion crew still operating with only 
three men, the regular Public 
Works crew have been spending 
most of their time on the trash 
collection detail. What time was 
left over went into snow removal. 
Snow plows worked all night on 
January 6. 

Even the Parks crew worked on 
snow removal, clearing sidewalks 
of ice along the streets leading to 
the city’s schools. The Parks crew 
have also been collecting Christ¬ 
mas trees and shredding them to 
make wood chip mulch. The mulch 
will be stored for future use in tree 
planting.

Family life Course 

The Prince Georges County 
Board of Education will sponsor 
adult classes in Family Life and 
Human Development during the 
second semester of the current 
school year. 

‘Human Development” is the new 
term suggested by the Governor’s 
Committee on Educational Aspects 
of Contemporary Issues, as a sub¬ 
stitute for the term “Sex Educa¬ 
tion.”

Citizens Support Acquisition 
By City of Lutheran Property

A public hearing, Monday, January 12, for the purpose of 
listening to citizen viewpoints on the city’s acquisition of the 3.1 
acre Lutheran Church site, drew some 25 people, with only a few 
expressing their opinions. 

City Manager Jim Giese presented some facts about the site. 
He noted that the vacant land involved is 2.9 acres, plus a 30x75 
foot building. The first floor of the building houses a meeting room, 
stage, kitchen, classroom, washroom, and storage area. The sec¬ 
ond floor has two offices. A smaller building houses the heating 
plant. Both buildings were designed to be expanded, and the city 
is offering $80,000 for the property. 

When asked to comment on the 


city’s offer, Darwin Beck, speaking 
unofficially for the Lutheran 
Church council, stated that his

group was thinking more in th * 
area of $90,000. And, although he 
could not say what decision the 
church might come to about the 
price, he noted that some members 
of the council thought the $80,000 
“quite a discount from the $120,000” 
offered by the proposed nursing 
home builders. 

Alex Chavrid stood up to ex¬ 
press approval by Greenbelt Homes. 
Inc. of the city’s decision to pur 
chase the site. He asked if 
council had had the land appraised 
and Mayor Francis White replied 
that council had obtained one ap¬ 
praisal so far. 

The remainder of the speakers 
got up, for the most part, to rebut 
the seemingly lone dissenter in 
the audience, Ben Goldfaden. Gold- 
faden had several concerns: 1) 
why the city needed the property 
when it is already building an ad¬ 
dition to the Youth Center, 2) whe¬ 
ther the city was not concerned 
about inflation, and 3) whether the 
city has not given the youth of 
the community too much, since 
“the more we do for them, the less 
they do for themselves.” Goldfaden 
also noted that the Center facility 
has taken a beating; the youth 
don’t take care of what they al¬ 
ready have, he said. 

Several people responded. First, 
Mayor White stated that the addi¬ 
tion to the Youth Center would 
still not take care of all the present 
recreational needs of the communi¬ 
ty. It is often necessary, he added, 
to separate the cultural from the 
athletic activities. Further, he 
said, “no other tract of land close 
in to the core of Greenbelt will b- 
available in the foreseeable future.” 
Thus, council felt the present and 
future needs for the facility justi¬ 
fied the expenditure even with to¬ 
day’s inflated prices. Also, White 
pointed out, the church building 
would not necessarily be for the 
use of teens, but for many adult 
groups. 

George Beauchamp replied to 
Goldfaden's statement concerning 
the beating the center building was 
taking by admitting that if such 
were true, it was because of the 
demands made on the building by 
the many who use it. “The ques¬ 
tion of too many programs is not 
the issue/’ stated Beauchamp. “But, 
do we have enough facilities for 
those groups who do want to do 
things themselves?” 

Hugh Jascourt, chairman of the 
Park and Recreation Advisory 
Board, felt the city should address 
itself to the growing recreational 
needs of the community,, especially 
those which more leisure time will 
create. “Land is a precious com¬ 
modity,” he said. “We mortgage 
our future if we don’t do something 
now.” The original intent of 
Greenbelt was to provide more 
green space and recreation. A 
sizable portion of our citizens want 
this, he concluded. 

John Bogumill reported that a 
number of people he had unofficial¬ 
ly contacted in Lakeside either 
favored the acquisition or had no 
opinion. 

Councilman Richard Pilski con¬ 
cluded the meeting by pointing 
out that although the purchase of 
the building for $80,000 would mean 
only a 2:9c tax levy (providing the 
city obtains $30,000 in federal gov¬ 
ernment open space funds), “we 
might have to tighten our belts for 
one or two years on other pro¬ 
grams. Wkmld the citizens favor 
this?” 

Beauchamp replied that even if 
the city spent $90,000 for the site, 
“it would be a steal.” 

Thus, with no large public out¬ 
cry against the purchase the city 
council presumably will continue 
to negotiate for the property.

Rubella Immunization 

From Jan. 19 through Feb. 2, 
the Health Department, in cooper¬ 
ation with the Prince Georges 
County Board of Education and 
the private and parochial schools, 
will be conducting a rubella im¬ 
munization program throughout all 
the county schools, for children in 
grades K-3. 

Your child (grades K-3) will 
soon be bringing home a combined 
information sheet and permission 
form for the immunization cam¬ 
paign. You will want to read all 
of these carefully and be sure that 
you send the permission form back 
to the school as promptly as possi¬ 
ble. Even if you think your child 
has had the disease he should be 
vaccinated if there are no con¬ 
traindications since rubella is diffi¬ 
cult to diagnose and he may have 
had the rash of another disease. 
(Please do not confuse the rubella 
vaccine with the measles vaccine 
that was used in the vaccination 
campaigns held in Prince Georges 
County in May 1967 and January 
1968.)
